fruits and veKetaldes through the 
winter. Much of thia trouble can be 
eliminated and large amonnta of 
food stiifTs saved annually if a few 
simple rules are followed The Col- 
leue of Airiiculture has found that 
where j;ooil specimens of fruits and 
vetjelnl.les arc .stored in boxes or 
trutes in rooiii.s sii.h as cellars or 
caves, Kood vcntlaih.n must be pro- 
vided. This can be accomplished in 
several ways. Ph-st. make sure that 
all the containers as boxes, barrels, 
and crates have opcnintrs so as to 
permit n food circnlati.m ,,f air, Hore 
holes in sides ami lioitoiiis or cut 
:,lats in the side-. .s,.,,in,i. |,e sure 
thai some means is provided where- 
by there will he u good circulation 
of air in the storage room. Open- 
ing.s are usually found m the top of 
all cellars or caves but unless some 
means is provided to admit the cold 
air to the floor there will not be 
much ventilation even whin there 
is an opeiiinj; at the top. (Ifteii .six 
inches nit off the hnttoni of the door 
will provide a cood circulation of air. 
This openinif can be covered with wire 
netting to exclude rata and cata. 
This circulation can also be provided 
by laying a 10 inch tile from the out- 
side to the center of the floor. Ite- 
memberine to have the outside open- 
ing at least two f.et lower than the 
opening in the floor. 

With these simple suggestions fol- 
lowed in pnividing a means of venti- 
lation any one should be able to keep 
fruit and vegetables. As a rule the 
nighta are cool in the fall and by 
opening all ventilators at ni^ht and 
closing them in the day it is possi- 
III.' t.i keep the si.prair.' room very 
mar the night temperature.

I hereby publish 
the report of Coniniissioiiers appointiti by the Crittenden County 
Court, to divide the justices' districts of this County into Voting 
Precincts. 

Crittenden County Court, Regular Term, August 9, 1920 
Present and Presiding, R. L. Moore, Judge. 

Pursuant to the .Aits of the General As-sembly of Ken- 
tucky. Chapter 04, i;t'20, iliieitiiig County Judges of each ami 
every County of tlii.-; t'oinnioiiwealth to divide the .Fustices' 
Districts of each of saiil Counties into Election Voting Pre- 
cincts, and establish the name, or number and boundaries 
of the same and the place of voting In each precinct, this 
Court did on the 12th day of July, 1920, that being the Reg- 
ular Term of said Court, appoint Aaron Towary, W. R. Cruce. 
and George T. Belt, Commissioners to divide the Magisteral 
Di.stricts of tlie County into election voting precinct.s. N'ow, 
tliereloie, this ilay conies the .said Coniniissioiiers anil in o|)en 
Court tile their reiKirt in writing, which rep»>rt is approveii 
ami conliinied by the Ccnirt ami unlereti to be recorded, said 
report l)einjr in words aiiil li^rures as follows, to-wit: 

"We. the undersigned Commissioners, having been ap- 
pointed by the Critleiuieii County Court, at the July term 1920, 
to divide the Magisterial districts of said county iiito voting 
precincts ao as to contain as near as practical S50 voters, would 
offer this report. 

"That we met at .Marion on the 2r)th day of .July, 11120, 
and, after bein^' iliilx sUMrii, we proceeded to examine the sev- 
eral districts. We found that the county is composed of Eight 
Magisterial Districts. We also found that three of .said diit- 
tricts are not susceptiljle of division, they not having more 
than the required number of voters, including male and female; 
said districts are Union No. 11, Fords Ferry No. 16 and Bells 
Mines No. 16 and Rosebud No. 17. They are to remain un- 
ciiunged at present. 

In Marion Magisterial District .No. 1, which is composed 
of two Mitinjr prwincts. we lound it necessary to create a ntw 
votmg precinct, which is known as Crayne No. 7. 

In like manner we found that .Marion Magisterial Di.strict 
No. 2. which is composed of three voting precincts, |iad to 
have a new voting precinct created, which will be known a.s 
t'rayne No. 6. 

We also found that Hurricane Magisterial District was 
comjHiseil of two Voting precincts. Here we found voters enough 
to create a new votiiiyr iirecinct, which will be known as Bloom- 
ing Rose No. 13. | 

We also found that Piney Magisterial District, which was, 
composed of two voting precincts, had the required numlwr | 
of voters to form a third district; therefore, we created a new 
voting precinct at Fishtrap, on Tradewater River, and will be 
known as Fishtrap No. 20. 

Also Dycusburg Magisterial Di.strict, which wa.i comiKised 
of two precincts, contained enough voters for a new \oting 
precinct, therefore, we created a new voting prectmt at .Me.\- 
ico, and it will lie known as Mexico .No. 8. 

For metes and bounds of all voting precincts described in 
this Report, are filed herewith and made a part of this report.
